Worry over their little troubles, deny yourself 
that they may have more; sacrifice everything for 
their happiness, and then at the critical moment when 
they might become a comfort instead of a care, presto, 
along comes a man with a line of talk that would make

forgetting that there are such things in the world as 
obligation or gratitude. 

But this isn’t really what I started to say. You see, I 
have a brother who is a minister, and I am under the 
impression that he is teaching me bad habits—that is, 
if it is a bad habit to sit down and preach about a lot of 
things that are wrong when you would probably do the 
same things you condemn in others. It’s simply a 
case of don’t do as I do, but do as I say.

But the dishonor the government had placed upon 
an officer whose brave act official dignity could not ac- 
knowledge was not the Nemesis that followed the young 
midshipman through an eventful but unhappy life. 

That Nemesis consisted of the recollection of a fate- 
ful Sunday many years before -when Passed Midship- 
man Charies G. Hunter shot and killed William Miller, 
Jr., in a duel on the bank of Naam’'s Creek, Delaware. 
He went through haunted, sorrowing days, the victim 
of an unreasonable, false code of honor that prevailed 
then in the United States and has apparently survived 
in part to this day. 

The pistol shot that rang out that Sunday threw 
two principal cities of the country—New 
Philadelphia—into a ferment of

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Sunday to settle an affair of honor were not the 
original parties to the quarrel which resulted 
tragically, but were drawn into it in an endeavor to 
eflect a settlement of the difficulty. 

Miller was a young lawyer of much prominence in 
the Quaker City and Hunter, then only twenty-one 
years of age, had won special commendation from his 
superior officers in the navy. 

The duel grew out of a trivial incident. Henry 
Wharton Grifflith and R. Dillon Drake, two society 
men of Philadelphia, in company with some friends 
fauntered into a billiard parlor on Third street, on 
Feb. 17, 1830, and Drake, angered by an implied impu- 
tation upon his skill with the cue, struck Griffith in the 
face. Before friends could interfere Drake had severe- 
ly whipped his companion. That evening a message 
was sent to New York to Passed Midshipman Charles 
H. Duryee, of the United States Navy, asking him to 
come immediately to Philadelphia, Duryee arrived on 
the following day and the next day carried a challenge

from Griffith to Drake, who refused to entertain any | 


message. 

“T will have no affair or intercourse with a person of 
his reputation,” was Drake’s contemptuous retort. 
“Tell him he is beneath the notice of a gentleman,”’ 

“Ts that your answer ? ’’ demanded Duryee. 

“It is,” replied Drake. ‘Take your letter back to 
him,” 

Burning with indignation Duryee strode out and at 
once sought Commander Philip F. Voorhees, of the 
navy, who sent him back to Drake with insistence 
that satisfaction be given to Griffith for the insult. 

“TIT refuse to accord 


a meeting to a man who has 


placed himself beyond the pale of recognition,” re- | 


torted Drake haughtily. 

* But you were the assailant,” asserted the officer. 
“Very true,but I hit him not because of 
billiard game, but because he wrote a letter to my 
brother, Dr. Drake, that was derogatory to his fiancee, 

and that on the very day of his marriage.”’ 

Duryee left in anger, declaring that he would post 
Drake as a coward, and that broughtthe young lawyer, 
Miller, into the quarrel. The following day the attorney 
carried a challenge from Drake to Duryee, but 
Lieutenant Hampton Westcott, of Duryee’s vessel, 
refused to permit the midshipman to accept until 
Drake had given satisfaction to Griffith. 

“T shall never put myself on a level with that de- 
graded individual until he makes apology for the 
wrong done my brother, the doctor, and his bride,” 
was Drake’s ultimatum. 

News of the controversy had spread among the naval 
officers at New York and Philadelphia, and there was 
sharp criticism of Duryee because he had not accepted 
Drake’s challenge, despite the hair-splitting ruling of 
Lieutenant Hampton Westcott. So, to clear Duryee of 
the imputation of cowardice, some ‘riends in New 
Brunswick, N. J., wrote to Miller, the attorney, asking 
that the whole matter be referred to a committee, 
whose decision shall be final. To this Miller responded 
that, as Duryee had not accepted the challenge to fight, 
for reasons best known to himself, he and Drake 
looked upon the incident as closed. 

The aflair would doubtless have ended there had it 
not been for the entrance of Midshipman Hunter into 
the dispute. On March 10 he visited Miller, demanded 
the letter written from New Brunswick aud went away 
in hot anger because of the refusal of the lawyer to 
hand it over. 

A few days later the New Brunswick letter was 
printed, and Hunter demanded satisfaction. Miller 
disclaimed any responsibility for the publication of the 
letter, but the explanation was not accepted, and on 
March 17 Lieutenant Westcott bore a cartel to Miller. 
The attorney again insisted that he had no connection 
with the publication of private correspondence and de-

The last word of the count was lost in the report of 
the pistols, which were fired so nearly together that the 
separate reports could scarcely be distinguished. 

Miller turned toward his seconds; his pistol dropped 
from his band; be placed one hand over bis breast, then 
fell to the ground. 

Hunter advanced toward the fallen man, and in a 
loud voice that was filled with emotion, cried:—‘“‘Gentle- 
men, I assure youthatI had no enmity toward that 
man, His blood must rest upon the heads of others 
who have dragged him into their quarrels.” 

Kneeling about the dying man, the little group, filled 
with varying emotions, watched the life of the young 
lawyer quickly flow out. 

“I would give my life if I could restore that man to 
life,”’ cried Hunter, as he saw the dying gasp of bis 
victim, 

A consultation was held, and it was decided that 
Hunter, Westcott and Duryee should leave the State 
before the result of the duel was known, and a few 
minutes later a carriage carrying the naval officers 
rolled rapidly down the road to New Castle, where the 
duellist and his seconds boarded a vessel bound for 
New York, 

The remaining members of the duelling party had a 
difficult task before them. They must get the dead 
body of the victim to Philadelphia, 

Some young men of Chester, who were riding near 
Claymont, heard the report of pistols, and they im- 
mediately carried the news of the affair home. The 
story of the young men roused the citizens of Chester 
to a great pitch of excitement and they resolved to ar- 
rest the entire party. 

A ghastly ruse had been devised, however, by the 
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Jackson in the interest of Hunter, saying that he did 
not regard bim as guilty of his son’s death, but that his 
life had been sacrificed to the absurd code of bonor 
which was then maintained in the naval service. 
Hunter remained in the service, but the death of the 
young lawyer always haunted him, and it was hinted 
that some of his reckless acts of bravery were for the 
purpose of courting death. 

During the Mexican war Hunter was placed in com- 
mand of some shore forces from the squadron, and, 
without instructions, stormed the town of Alvarado 
andthe Mexican forts, capturing all the positions of 
the enemy. For this act, brilliant as it was, on the 
ground that it disarranged the plans of the commander, 
he was court martialed and, in 1885, he was dismissed 
from the service. 

Shorn of his laurels, stripped of his naval insignia, 
he found his way to New York and finally was taken 
to St. Joseph’s llospital, where, poor and broken in 
health, he died. 

But the fatal error of this young officer could not al- 
together eclipse the fact that he was brave and honor- 
able, and a man who had watched his career, and 
whose heart prompted him to do so, placed a tomb- 
stone over his grave to attest this truth.
